When Does the Bible Prosper? 


God’s Word does not always save 
men. Many who have read or heard 
the Bible will die the second death, 
spending eternity in the hell of separa- 
tion from God. For man has free will 
to believe and accept God’s Word and 
be saved, or reject it and be lost. Christ 
the incarnate Word of God did not in 
his earthly ministry, and does not today, 
always save those with whom he came 


in touch. Not only one of his chosen 
disciples, Judas Iscariot, but countless 
numbers of his own brethren the Jews, 
saw him and heard him and — crucified 
him.

And this is in accord- 
ance with what God tells us: “So shall 
my word be that goeth forth out of my 
mouth: it shall not return unto me void, 
but it shall accomplish that which I 
please, and it shall prosper in the thing 
whereto I sent it” (Isa. 55:11). Let us 
not, then, be discouraged when the Word 
we have given does not bear fruit; and 
let us take no credit to ourselves when 
it does. One plants, another waters, but 
only God can give the increase (1 Cor. 
3:6).

What Shall I Preach, and How Shall I Preach It? 


next Sunday?” asked a tired 

minister of his wife as they 
walked homeward after the evening 
service. “It becomes a problem,” he 
continued, “after you have preached to 
very much the same audience for over 
three years. Two sermons a Sunday for 
eleven months of the year call for 
ninety-six original topics and discourses, 
besides prayer meeting talks. How can 
a preacher keep this up and be fresh?” 
The tired minister was speaking the 
worry of a multitude of preachers. And 
if he felt so after three years, what about 
the pastor who has had the same flock 
for thirty years? 

The assumption of many church-goers 
is that the minister’s lot is comparatively 
an easy one. Most of them see him only 
on the Lord’s Day. They sit at ease in the 
pew, listening to a man preach who seems 
to do it fairly easily. To them it looks 
as if the man in the pulpit steps to the 
front to speak his piece, merely exer- 
cising what appears to be a natural gift. 
They do not know the burden that man 
may have been under while finding the

message and preparing it for the sacred 
hour. It is generally safe to assume that 
God’s true preacher has labored incal- 
culably to get the message that so in- 
spires. Some one once asked Henry 
Ward Beecher how long it took him to 
prepare a particular’ sermon. He 
astounded the inquirer by answering, 
“Twenty years!” 

Ministers need sympathetic help and 
encouraging advice on this deeply press- 
ing problem. Most of them do not fol- 
low a yearly calendar, preferring the 
freedom of their spiritual initiative. The 
motive of many a preacher is to preach 
only the message God bids him. Such 
spiritual independence places a man in 
danger of haphazard preparation. Unless 
it is guarded against, it will lead to dry 
periods when the preacher’s situation 
will be anxiously acute. 

A word about what may be called 
the calendar method. This is a plan that 
covers the church year, divided into sea- 
sons. Each season has its particular 
emphasis. In the liturgical churches the 
preacher usually foilows the ecclesiasti- 
cal arrangement: This method, while

regimentary, nevertheless allows wide 
latitude for the individual and insures a 
broad coverage of Scripture and denom- 
inational interests. It has the advantage 
of prearrangement and order. It makes 
the preacher’s course definite without 
being an absolute rule. Such a plan, 
however, would be quite unfitted to the 
temperament of many preachers. 

In non-liturgical churches, some 
preachers make their own calendar of 
preaching. This may be varied in de- 
‘ tail, but in principle it means that the 
preacher divides his church year into 
seasons, with a definite plan to accom- 
plish certain objectives in each of them. 
He selects his Scriptures and themes for 
all services, and allows interludes for 
occasions such as the every-member 
canvass, special days for national or 
other events, church and denominational 
emphases and missions. All is planned 
ahead, and the preliminary preparation 
for each week is begun as early as mate- 
rial comes to hand. A file is kept. 
Material acquired during current studies 
or general reading, which applies to a 
future theme and program, is put away 
in ‘the folder of its date. 

In all departments of life careful prep- 
aration is essential to good work. One 
who, uses the extemporaneous form of 
delivery a great deal has to admit that 
this could not be done creditably with- 
out hard work in advance, stocking the 
memory with Scripture, quotations, 
meditations, and illustrations. An ably 
delivered extemporaneous sermon has 
the appearance of being easy, but that 
is not the case. It can only be the result 
of the most assiduous preparation long 
beforehand. 

There is no doubt whatever that the 
Holy Spirit will lead a consecrated min- 
ister to the most careful advance-study 
of his sermons. Granting that there may 
be occasional exceptions, the rule; stands. 
The preacher who will not devote him- 
self to earnest study is committing a sin 
against the Holy Spirit. It is admitted 
that not all men have equal capacity. 
That is not the point. Preachers are ves- 
sels of honor whom the Lord has afore 
prepared unto glory. They should con- 
scientidusly work because this is true. 

What kind of sermons make the best? 

Expository preaching surely is the 
best. It is the richest of all. By it the 
preacher discovers a veritable mine of 
gems of truth that make his soul radiant 
and lead him to give forth praise. Pas- 
sages of Scripture that may seem at 
first like an etymological wilderness 
yield him crystal springs of living water. 

It is the most fruitful of all. A 
preacher whose soul has been fed in 
the green pastures of God’s Word speaks 
for God as one having authority and 
not as the “superior” and “searching” 
scribes. 

It is the most God honored of all. The 
Holy Spirit bears witness with the Word. 





This is the fourth of a series of five editorials 
on The Pastor’s Problems. The first three dis- 
cussed The Pastor as Prophet, Priest, and 
King; The, Minister’s Prayer Life; and The 
Minister in His Study; the concluding article, 
to be published next week, will discuss The 
Minister and the Social Gospel. 
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In the study and in the pulpit the ex- 
pounder of the Scripture is rendered 
glorious. Dr. Jowett, a prince among 
expositors, once said that it seemed as 
though the Lord stood at his elbow in 
his study, so realistic was the divine 
Presence. 

It is supremely effective. People are 
always coming to Christ or drawing 
more fully into his will under such 
preaching. Is not that what preaching 
is for? 

An expository preacher will never run 
dry. He can stay in any church as long 
as he will and always be fresh. There 
was a pastor who wanted to leave his 
church because he had preached on all 
the topics he knew. He was persuaded 
to take up a book of the Bible and ex- 
plain it to his people. He did so, and 
after several years he is now happier 
and more truly prosperous than ever. 

Associated with expository preaching 
there should be capable theological 
teaching. “Take heed unto ... doc- 
trine,” Paul instructed Timothy. (1 Tim. 
4:16). This is necessary if we are to 
indoctrinate Christians adequately. But 
doctrinal preaching can be either dis- 
tressingly dry or winsomely interesting. 
We are not to teach doctrines as if they 
were taken out of a theological textbook. 
They are the patterns and styles of the 
truth in Scripture. They are not me- 
chanical; they possess life, interest, and 
the most compelling charm. While study- 
ing a certain doctrine Moody was known 
to drop on his knees repeatedly in 
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tears and praise to God. Often Spurgeon 
could not contain himself when delving 
into the doctrines of God, but he would 
enthusiastically rush from his study to 
his wife, crying, “My dear, look at what 
I have found!” 

We ought to disabuse the church- 
goer of the impression that doctrinal 
preaching is “dry.” This can only be 
done by enthusiastic and revealing 
preachers whose souls are gladdened by 
God. “O the depth of the riches both 
of the wisdom and knowledge of God!” 
cried Paul, overwhelmed by the doc- 
trinal truth of the Epistle to the Ro- 
mans (11:33). 

It leads to great series of sermons. 
For instance,.the doctrine of justifica- 
tion by faith can be best taught in a 
series of from seven to ten sermons. 
The Bible is full of this teaching. We 
hear people speaking about preachers 
preaching the “whole Gospel,” but it 
would take a man twenty years to do 
that, and then he would only just have 
begun. 

Of topical preaching little needs be 
said. It is the most prevalent form used 
today. That is why so many preachers 
are tired out. And yet, if topical preach- 
ing is pure Bible, it can be made fascin- 
ating. 

The minister’s weekly problem can 
be solved only by a faithful adherence 
to God’s Word. If he is enriched therein 
he will have bounties to give to those 
who are spiritually poor.

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“No Second Coming” ? 


Violent opposition to the truth some- 
times proves to be the truth’s best friend. 
A striking instance of this comes in a 
letter from a loyal reader of THE SuNDAY

ing.” 

I immediately went to a book store and 
subscribed for THE Sunpay ScHooL TIMEs. 
Its many useful articles have been a con- 
tinual inspiration to me. The outcome 
of the incident was that the revivalist in 
question concluded to devote a whole week 
to the Second Coming teaching in all 
subsequent campaigns. This resulted in 
many more conversions than before and 
fine campaigns in various cities. 


THE Sunpay Scuoo.t Trmes is thankful 
for the attack that was made upon its 
teaching of the Scriptural truth of “the 
blessed hope,” and it seems to have been 
one of the many cases where God fulfills 
the - inspired word of the Psalmist, 
“Surely the wrath of man shall praise 
Thee” (Psa. 76:10). And the Tres is 
thankful, also, that the precious truth of 
our Lord’s return does not depend upon 
these unworthy columns for either its 
authority or its circulation; Christ him- 
self, and the special messengers of God, 


and the Holy Spirit, and the children 
of God have been sounding out the won- 
derful news of “the glory which shall be 
revealed.” Our Lord himself said, “And 
if I go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again, and receive you unto 
myself” (John 14:3). “Two men... in 
white apparel ... said ... this same 
Jesus, which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like manner as 
ye have seen him go into heaven” (Acts 
1:10, 11). And the same welcome truth 
was proclaimed by the Holy Spirit 
through the writers of the New Testa- 
ment, down to the time when its last 
words were written and “He which tes- 
tifieth these things saith, Surely I come 
quickly.” During the nineteen centuries 
from that day to this the blessed hope 
has been held forth. Not only that, but 
the Second Coming of Christ is the dom- 
inant theme of much of the inspired 
writings of the Old Testament prophets 
as well. It has often been pointed out 
that our Lord’s return to establish his 
Kingdom on earth is the most prominent 
theme of the entire Bible. 

The effect upon the evangelist of the 
contemptuous comment of the unnamed 
minister concerning the Second Coming 
reminds one of a remark the late Dr. 
Griffith Thomas used to make. When 
this great Bible teacher was asked how 
he became a Fundamentalist, he replied, 
“By reading the works of Modernists !” 
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How it solves the great mysteries that have 


What Christian Philosophy Really Is

E have sometimes overlooked the 

emphasis Christ placed upon the 

importance of thought. When he 
was asked by a leading lawyer of the 
Pharisees concerning the great com- 
mandment in the law he included the 
mind as an important factor in our love 
for God. 

The Lord Jesus employed the question 
method in his addresses; and questions 
always require the use of the mind. 
“What think ye of Christ? whose son is 
he?” (Matt. 22:42.) These and many 
other questions were ever on his lips. 
His message to John the Baptist was one 
that demanded thought. It was not an 
affirmative or negative answer to John’s 
question, but rather the giving of the 
facts for John to reflect on them in the 
prison and come to his own conclusion 
about them. “Go and shew John again 
those things which ye do hear and see” 
(Matt. 11:4). 

With the disciples Christ used the same 
plan of teaching them to think. “He 
saith unto them, But whom say ye that 
I am? .And Simon Peter answered and 
said, Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God” (Matt. 16:15, 16). The 
idle word for which the Lord will bring 
men into judgment is the word without 
thought; and Christ would not have his 
disciples make a confession of faith in 
him without having thought deeply re- 
garding his person. 


The Value of Philosophy 


It is possible to utter thoughtless words 
about profound subjects, as a certain 
speaker of whom it was said that he did 
not know what he would say before he 
spoke, nor what he had said after speak- 
ing, neither did the people who heard. 
Such a man is not as competent as Ba- 
laam’s ass, for though the ass perhaps did 
not know what he said, at least the man 
on his back remembered it, and a per- 
manent record of it has been made. 

The truth of Christ is worthy of deep- 
est, sustained thought, and the fact that 
our thought is not adequate to fathom 
the utmost depths of divinely revealed 
truth should not hinder us from giving 
our regenerate mind to these transcend- 
ent and sublime unveilings of God by his 
Word. To “think God’s thoughts after 
him” is no superficial task, for these 
are the things the angels desire to look 
into, and unto principalities and powers 
in the heavenlies is made known by the 
Church the very manifold wisdom of 
God. 

Philosophy as reflective thinking is 
valuable, but it is not a sufficient substi- 
tute for revealed truth. We think not 
on the product of our thought, but on 
the essential verities that God has un- 
folded before our minds. 

In philosophy various problems are 
raised but left unsolved. In the New 
Testament the great mysteries, that have 
perplexed men in all ages, are given 


The light of human wisdom com- 
pared with the glorious revelations of 
the Word of God is as insignificant 
as a candle in the sunlight. But men 
still persist in using that feeble can- 
dle to explore the dark recesses of 
the human heart, to scan the clouded 
horizons of history, and to peer into 
the inscrutable future.‘ Professor 
Wrighton is a true philosopher, who 
is urging men to turn to the Light 
of the world, who came “to give 
light to them that sit in darkness 
and in the shadow of death, to guide 
our feet into the way of peace.” In 
his first two articles in this series on 
“Philosophy and the Christian” he 
laid the groundwork for those of us 
who are not skilled in the science of 
philosophy by explaining “What Is 
Meant by the Study of Philosophy 
Today” and “Why All Human Phi- 
losophy Is a Failure.”

their final solution. The subjects that 
are problems to philosophy are verities 
of faith in the New Testament. 


THE PROBLEM OF GoD 


Various solutions have been suggested 
to the most profound of all problems, 
the problem of God. Pantheism has at- 
tempted to make God identical with the 
world. Polytheism has had its many 
gods. Henotheism also with many gods 
has taught that one is supreme. Mono- 
theism shows us reasons for belief in 
one God. Deism has accepted the exist- 
ence of God as Creator and Lawgiver, 
but has denied the possibility of mir- 
acles and personal fellowship of the 
Creator with man. Atheism has denied 
the existence of God, and Agnosticism 
has said the knowledge of God and real- 
ity is impossible. Theism is the term 
used to describe the knowledge of God 
as personal and spiritual, transcendent 
in his being and immanent in his pres- 
ence and power, One who dwells with 
him who is of a contrite spirit and trem- 
bles at his Word (Isa. 66:2). 


The Glory of the Incarnation 


But the mystery is as deep as ever un- 
til we come into the clear light of the 
Word of God. Here we find the mystery 
of godliness revealed. God is manifest 
in the flesh. A problem greater than 
that of the interaction of mind and body 
is solved. God is incarnate in the Son 
of man. He that hath seen the Lord 
Jesus hath seen the Father, and yet God 
is glorified as all his moral excellences 
are expressed in Christ, who is the exe- 
gesis of God. It was a plan of infinite 
wisdom and almighty love, to enable 
men to know the Father in Christ. 


THE PROBLEM OF MAN 


Evolution is a theory that is contra- 
dictory not only to revealed religion 
but to the basic methods of science. 
The most important difference between 
man and the lower creation is a spiritual 
one. This cannot be explained upon any 
physical basis. When God created the 
human spirit in man he forever set him 
apart as the lord of creation, and the 
key to its mysteries. “When I consider 
thy heavens, the work of thy fingers, 
the moon and the stars, which thou hast 
ordained,” wrote David. Then he turns 
to behold a greater mystery as he says, 
“What is man, that thou art mindful of 
him? and the son of man, that thou vis- 
itest him? . . . O Lord our Lord, how 
excellent is thy name in all the earth !” 
(Psa. 8:3, 4, 9.) 


The Perfect Man 


God created man to be ruler, under 
Him, of all the earth; he was to be the 
representative of God: all things were 
to be subject unto him. Now this king- 
ship which man abdicated through sin 
is given to One who is the Son of man. 
He is called the Son of man because 
he is the sum and substance of the kind 
of human race God purposed in the be- 
ginning. The Man, Christ Jesus, has all 
the perfections that God provided for 
man; he is the last Adam who came to 
restore all the rights and privileges 
which were lost to the race through the 
first Adam. In him there is a new 
commencement for man. He is the Son 
of man not merely in his being made 
partaker of flesh and blood; but in that 
he has become one with the race, and — 
is the Head of the newborn sons of God. 
He is to be Lord and Ruler, reigning 
for ever and ever. So though now we 
see not yet all things put under man, 
we see them all put under Christ, and 
in him all things are ours. ” 

The Son of God who came to restore 
our heritage as children of God was 
ready to disregard his equality with God, 
and, rather than hold that as a prize, 
take upon himself the humiliation and 
debt of the race of men, that he by the 
grace of God might taste death for every 
man. When once he had made common 
cause with men, the pathway to glory 
lay by the way of sorrow and suffering 
and death. Acting as our substitute and 
representative he could discharge his of- 
fice only by atoning for our sin. It was 
by the blood of the everlasting covenant 
that he was brought again from the dead 
(Heb. 13:20). “By his own blood he 
entered in once into the holy place, hav- 
ing obtained eternal redemption for us” 
(Heb. 9:12). 


THE PROBLEM OF EvIL 
All evil is a problem, but moral evil 
is an especially acute problem to be- 


lievers in an infinitely good God. God is 
not only our loving heavenly Father, he 
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is our “Holy Father,” and as the moral 
Governor of the universe he must act 
in accord with principles of unflinch- 
ing righteousness. “Shall not the Judge 
of all the earth do right?” (Gen. 19:25.) 
He has done right, he has displayed his 
righteousness, and showed himself just, 
and yet the justifier of him that believeth 
in Jesus. God made no compromise 
with moral evil. He judged it when it 
was laid on his Son, and he made a holy 
way of pardon for sinners. 

He has dealt with sin, not alone as a 
forensic problem which called for infi- 
nite wisdom, but as a dynamic problem 
requiring infinite power; and in Christ 
he has provided such complete resources 
that sin shall not have dominion over 
us, for we are not under the law but 
under grace. 


THE PROBLEM OF FREEDOM 


Those who claim most freedom for 
man, and glory most in man’s achieve- 
ments are very apt to deny freedom to 
God. When the laws of nature are held 
up as a refutation of belief in miracles 
it appears that those using this argument 
are not clear as to what the laws of 
nature are. Laws of nature are the ex- 
pression of the observed uniformities of 
nature; they are what man has written 
to account for the way nature acts. There 
is nothing in these shorthand explana- 
tions of nature’s orderly processes to 
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exercise compulsion over nature, much © 


less over nature’s God. The living God 
transcends nature and works miracles. 
The incarnation and resurrection of 
Christ are the greatest miracles. The 
miracle of his person is greater than the 


* miracle of his mighty works. 


Freedom is no longer an unsolved 
problem, for through the miracle of 
grace the saved man has been emanci- 
pated, and the law of the spirit of life 
in Christ Jesus hath made him free from 
the law of sin and death. Slaves of sin 
are not free Britons or free Americans; 
but through him that loved them the 
believers are not only conquerors but 
more than conquerors, they enter into 
the enjoyment of the freedom of sons, 
and through Christ they are free indeed. 


THE PROBLEM OF PURPOSE 


The Stoics believed in an inexorable, 
impersonal law. In place of this we find 
in the New Testament the revelation of 
God’s purpose of grace in Christ Jesus. 
Not only is creation centered in Christ, 
but history also finds its coherence only 
in him; through him God planned and 
made the ages. 

The full purpose of God will be seen 
in man restored, the earth renewed, 
Satan defeated, death vanquished, and 
Christ crowned King of kings and Lord 
of lords.

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FAITHFUL testimony for Christ 
A is being given among the Jews of 

Philadelphia by two Christian 
women, Mrs. Hebsacker and Mrs. Black. 
They visit their homes and places of busi- 
ness distributing the Shepherd of Israel1 
and other Gospel literature. 

One day Mrs. Hebsacker told me of 
an unusual opportunity that she had 
in a store owned by Jews. A young 
Polish Jew seemed especially interested. 
After her profitable visit there she asked 
me to call on him. When I did I found 
an open door for Gospel testimony. Not 
only Mr. Albert B., but a number of 
other Jews, too, heard the name of the 
Lord Jesus proclaimed and magnified. 

Some days later while on a trolley 
car in an early morning hour I was 
looking into a Yiddish daily newspaper. 
It had large Hebrew letters. Shortly 
I discovered that I was not alone in 
reading the paper. A Jewish man was 
reading with me with eager sympathy. 
The headline in big letters told of some 
anti-Semitic doings. 

“What is the cause of all our trouble?” 
I asked him. “Where can we find the 
cure for all these ills?” 

As many other Jews answer when 
these questions are put to them, he said, 
“They [Gentile nations] are jealous of

us.” But I proved to him that these 
answers are not true. 

Orthodox Jews use a special prayer 
book, called in Hebrew, Machzer. They 
use it during their holy days, three times 
a year. There it says, “Because of our 
sins, we have been driven out from our 
land and removed from our soil.” An- 
other prayer book says that we have 


“become a laughing stock among the. 


nations.” Our controversy is not with 
men but with God. As long as we, as 
individual Jews or as a nation, continue 
to reject the Lord Jesus Christ, to whom 
God through Moses commands us to 
hearken (Deut. 18:15-19), there is no 
salvation for us. Our only hope for 
forgiveness now and for the life to come 
is through faith in the Son of God. He 
is God’s unspeakable Gift. “There is 
none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be saved” 
(Acts 4:12). 

In my travels and visits through this 
great city among our own people I have 
come in contact with two other Jewish 
men who are both related to Mr. B., 
mentioned above. 

A Christian man who devotes his 
whole time to the Lord’s service, doing 
visitation work and distributing litera- 
ture, came one day to our mission for 
tracts especially for Jewish people. 
(Our mission is the Philadelphia branch 
of the American Board of Missions to 
the Jews, with offices at 717 Walnut 
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Street, Philadelphia.) He meets many 
in his travels. He told us of one Jew 
who seemed very favorably inclined to 
the Gospel message. His name was B. B. 
In Hebrew his first name would be 
Bezaleel (Exod. 31:2). His last name 
was the very same as all I have men- 
tioned above. He was an uncle to Al- 
bert and also related to the others. For 
some time Bezaleel was followed up. 
His little shoe repair shop was always 
a wide open door for Gospel testimony. 
Not only was he himself friendly and 
attentive, but he introduced me to others 
present and encouraged them to listen 
attentively to the claims of Christ as the 
promised Messiah, the Holy One of Is- 
rael. Upon our invitation he came to 
our meetings, held every Friday evening. 
We rejoice and bless the Lord that the 
day and hour came when Bezaleel, at 
one of those meetings, received the Lord 
Jesus Christ as his own personal Sav- 
iour. He publicly confessed his faith 
in Him. This at once brought the dis- 
pleasure of his wife, and persecution be- 
gan to be heaped upon him. This came 
not only from his wife but other rela- 
tives and neighbors. But I am happy 
to say that in spite of it all he gives 
a faithful testimony for our blessed 
Lord Jesus. The only regret he has is 
that he did not come to know Him 
sooner. 

Here are some more blessed and 
pleasant surprises. I spoke one Sat- 
urday night at a Fishing Club (com- 
posed of Christian young people who 
do personal work) in Huntington 
Valley, Pa. After the meeting, Rachel 
Saint, one of the young women, re- 
lated most interestingly how she had 
witnessed to a Jewish man who also is 
a shoemaker. She knew him only as 
“Sam.” A number of times Sam came 
to open-air meetings and church serv- 
ices. He seemed friendly to the Gospel 
message. “But,” continued Miss Saint, 
“he moved away, and I do not know his 
present location. I'll tell you as soon as 
I find out.” 

Some weeks later word came from 
this faithful witness for Christ that Sam 
had called back at his old home and 
had left his new address. 

After getting this information I set 
out one morning and sure enough I 
found him. He never knew how I got 
there, nor that I had any knowledge of 
him. I entered his little shop as a 
stranger distributing literature. I soon 
learned that his name was Sam B., that 
it was the same name as all the others 
that I had met before. He was a nephew 
of Bezaleel B. 

Sam told how he had been witnessed 
to by Miss Saint. He tried to describe 
her to me. He told of other faithful 
Christian friends from the Bethany Bap- 
tist Church, whose faithful pastor is A. 
F. Ballbach. 

Although Sam is still in unbelief, he 
willingly and readily received Gospel 
literature which he says he wants to 
read. On my second visit he received 
a New Testament in his own language 
(Yiddish). 

May we soon hear the joyful news that 
he as well as all the others are in Christ, 
the One of whom it is written in the 
volume of the Book.

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The Nations as Thistledown 
Before the Whirlwind

66 HE nations shali rush like the 
ge rushing of many waters: but God 
shall rebuke them, and they shall 
flee far off, and shall be chased as the 
chaff of the mountains before the wind, 
and like a thistledown [marginal mean- 
ing of a rolling thing] before the whirl- 
wind” (Isa. 17:13). 

We had a whirlwind last fall in New 
England, and they say that it will take 
many years to repair its damage and 
remove the thousands if not millions of 
mighty forest trees that were blown 
down. Ona trip to Boston I noticed that 
nearly every tree on the windward side 
of the hurricane in nearly every forest 
or clump of trees was blown down. Some 
places escaped. Here were mighty for- 
est giants, elms, oaks, and maples tot- 
tered over and lying uprooted flat on 
the ground. What a great force is a 
whirlwind ! 

If a whirlwind will do that to a hun- 
dred-year-old tree, what will it do to 
a thistledown that floats upon the light- 
est. zephyr of a scarce distinguishable 
breeze? A strong puff will speed it on 
as if it possessed wings. 

In these days when we see nations 
rushing like “the rushing of many 
waters,” and Munich, Rome, Paris, Lon- 
don, Tokyo, Moscow, and Shanghai are 
moved by their rushing, and men’s 
hearts everywhere are failing them 
through fear, and the fig tree seems to 
be putting forth her leaf, and at least 
a foreshadowing of Israel’s tribulation 
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seems to be. taking place before our very 
eyes, — in days like these what a comfort 
to think that compared with the mighty 
hand of our God their, wildest rushings 
and strivings are but like thistledown 
before the whirlwind. They are so puny 
that they are not a force to be reckoned 
with. 

“He that sitteth in the heavens shall 
laugh: the Lord shall have them in 
derision” (Psa. 2:4),—like the chaff 
upon the mountains which the mountain 
winds easily disperse, like “the small 
dust of the balance” (Isa. 40:15), like 
thistledown in a whirlwind. “Be strong 
and of a good courage” (Deut. 31:6). 

What comfort these words bring to us. 
When we read the newspapers or listen 
to the radio broadcasts about European 
affairs there does not seem to be a ray 
of hope anywhere. No integrity of pur- 
pose, no striving after ideals, scarcely 
an attempt to justify land grabbing and 
iniquitous appropriations of property. 
Each nation seems to wish to aggrandize 
itself at the loss of every other nation. 
Truth seems forever on the scaffold, 
wrong forever on the throne and settled 
there with such clouds of airplanes deal- 
ing destruction from the skies, such poi- 
sonous gases and such navies upon the 
seas to keep wrong enthroned that the 
god of forces seems indeed’ to be 
supreme. At such a time we do well to 
remember that the sum total of them 
all is as a thistledown in a whirlwind 
compared to the One whom we serve 
and who has bidden us, “Ask me of 
things to come concerning my sons, and 
concerning the work of my hands com- 
mand ye me” (Isa. 45:11).

The Bronchoscope Opens 


the Way for the Gospel 


From a letter to an American pastor, 
by William H. Chisholm, M.D. 
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URING my recent furlough I had 
the privilege of taking some work 
under Dr. Chevalier Jackson, 

who is America’s foremost expert in re- 
moving foreign bodies from the lungs. 
While I was in America a consecrated 
Christian woman remarked: “But you 
will need money for instruments. The 
training will be of no avail without the 
equipment.” Then she added, “I have 
been thinking about that and have de- 
cided to cancel my pleasure trip and 
make you a present of the money to 
buy instruments.” To my mind at once 
flashed the story of the woman who 
had taken the alabaster box of oint- 
ment and lavished it on our Lord, be- 
cause we knew well that this woman 
was making her gift for the Lord’s in- 
terest. We purchased the instruments 
and returned to Korea. 

While at home one day at noon, a 
messenger from the hospital came and 
excitedly called, putting both hands to 
his neck: “Some one has come in with 
throat trouble. You are wanted; come 
to the hospital at once.” 

‘Is it a case of diphtheria?” I asked 


myself. At the hospital I found a seven- 
year-old boy struggling for breath. 

Some one in his village had told the 
boy’s father to take his son to the In 
His Name Hospital in Syen Chun. Years 
before his daughter was very sick. She, 
too, could scarcely breathe, and the mis- 
sionary doctor had performed an opera- 
tion and saved her life. She now is 
a healthy girl of sixteen, we were told, 
and is attending church. 

‘I put my boy on my bicycle and 
brought him right in,” the father told 
us. The little fellow was pulling and 
pushing for breath, and his chest seemed 
to cave in halfway to his backbone with 
every inspiration. 

“I believe we had better bronchoscope 
the child,” I said to my assistant. “Some- 
times that enables one to remove the 
membrane and obviate the necessity 
of an operation.” 

We inserted the tube and removed 
all the membrane possible, and the boy 
was immediately better. His color was 
greatly improved and his breathing 
much easier. We then put him in the 
isolation ward and watched him for a 
while. 
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In a short time we noticed his breath- 
ing getting worse, and more labored. 
“We must do a tracheotomy, and we had 
better do it before he gets into too 
serious a condition,” we all agreed. 

The old grandmother, who had given 
us considerable trouble from the first, 
now became almost unmanageable. 

“That old woman is the worst ‘tartar’ 
I ever saw,” said the nurse to me. She 
was an ignorant old woman, with a des- 
perately hardened and sly look which 
made me think of a Korean sorceress. 

“No, of course, you can’t make an 
opening in his neck; if you do that he 
can’t possibly live,” she emphatically 
declared. 

“We're afraid that he can’t live if we 
do not do it. We should like to operate 
on him at once,” we protested. 

This was her favorite grandson. She 
was now kneeling at his bed. To allow 
things to continue as they were seemed 
hopeless, even to the old lady. At last 
she gave her consent. We took the lit- 
tle fellow to the operating room at once. 
(Previously we had always hesitated to 
do a tracheotomy in such diphtheria 
cases, fearing pneumonia would develop. 
We also noticed that many of those 
intubated developed pneumonia. But, 
according to Dr. Jackson, if following a 
tracheotomy proper suction treatment 
is instituted none will develop pneu- 
monia.) 

Due to the sacrificial gift of our good 
friend we were enabled to have the 
necessary expensive suction apparatus. 
And how we did use it! 

The night following the operation 
while we were visiting the little fellow 
he suddenly began to develop very 
heavy breathing, nearly as difficult as 
before the operation. Again the out- 
come seemed most serious, and ordi- 
narily it would have been diagnosed 
pneumonia. But following Dr. Jack- 
son’s suggestion, we put the expensive 
apparatus to work. The family ob- 
jected. The old lady was most appre- 
hensive. Would the boy live? Then 
on the end of the suction apparatus 
came up a piece of hardened membrane 
about the size of a pea! In a little 
while the “pneumonia” was cured and 
the little chap was breathing most easily. 
He has done splendidly, and we hope 
that he may soon be able to return home. 

“And the family?” you ask. The old 
grandfather, the grandmother, and the 
father all came to see me, beaming! 

“Believe in Jesus! How can we do 
anything else?” they asked. 

One evening as I went into the sick 
room I saw Kim holding one of his 
Gospel cards, preaching to them, and 
explaining the plan of salvation. 

What a happy time in the glory if our 
Christian friend from America meets the 
little boy and his grandfather and grand- 
mother there because of that gift to the 
Lord’s work! 

Shortly after the operation on the boy 
a patient with acute appendicitis was 
admitted. We operated on him imme- 
diately and he has done very well. 

“This man and his family have all 
decided to believe,” said the evangelist, 
as we entered his room. We thank God 
for such open doors for giving the Gos- 
pel to those without it.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D.

Approach to the Lesson 


E HAVE today a most precious 

sample of the.very practical min- 

istry given by the apostle Peter 
in his first epistle. Next week we are 
to study another portion of the same 
letter. Read both his epistles carefully 
and you will be impressed with the 
blessed unfolding of the power of divine 
grace to triumph over suffering and per- 
secution.. Peter writes not only by di- 
vine inspiration, but as one who has 
learned to know God by the definite ex- 
perience of a consecrated life against 
which all the forces of evil had been 
engaged in vain, in the effort to thwart 
the divine purpose. 

The first epistle deals, as the writer 
himself tells us, with “the true grace 
ef God,” wherein all Christians stand 
(Chap 5:12). But it is not, as in Paul’s 
letter to the Romans, the unfolding of 
that grace in the Gospel, but rather, as 
intimated in Titus 2:11, 12, the grace 
of God sustaining, guiding, and instruct- 
ing the believer so as to carry him tri- 
umphantly through a world of trial and 
suffering. For we must never forget that 
we who stand in grace are to be char- 
acterized by grace in our daily walk 
through this scene. . 


The Historical Setting 

Both of Peter’s epistles were written 
in the later years of his life. The first 
one possibly as early as A. D. 60, and 
the second about A. D. 66, after the mar- 
tyrdom of the apostie Paul, to whose

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writings he refers (2 Pet. 3:15, 16). It 
is important to remember these facts, 
for some today would try to make us 
believe that Peter’s written ministry has 
been superseded by that of Paul. The 
truth is they are complementary each 
to the other. 
Verse by Verse 

1 Pet. 3:8—“All of one mind.” This 
does not mean that all see everything 
alike, but the one mind is the mind of 
Christ, the lowly spirit that thinks more 
of others than of oneself (see Phil. 2: 
2, 5). 

Verse 9.—“Not rendering evil for evil.” 
Savonarola said, “A Christian life con- 


, sists in doing good and suffering evil.” 


In this the Christian will be an imitator 
of Christ, “who, when he was reviled, 
reviled not again” (2:21-23). 


Verse 10.—‘He that will love life.” 
Verses 10 to 12 are quoted directly from 
Psalm 34:12-16. They set forth divine 
principles of the ground for our blessing 
which are true in every dispensation. 

Verse 11.—“‘Eschew evil, and do good.” 
It is not enough to turn from wrong- 
doing. A merely negative life will not 
do. There must be positive well-doing. 
We are “created in Christ Jesus unto 
good works” (Eph. 2:10). To do good 
and to seek the things that make for 
peace are the outward evidence of heart- 
allegiance to our blessed Lord. 


Verse 12.—“The face of the Lord is 
against them that do evil.” With this 
Peter, guided by the Holy Spirit, ends 
the quotation. In the Psalm the sentence 
is completed by the solemn words, “to 
cut off the remembrance of them from 
the earth.” The time has not yet come 


for that. This is still the dispensation 
of grace, so Peter stops, as our Lord 
did on one occasion, in the middle of a 
sentence. (See Luke 4:17-19. Comp. Isa. 
61:1, 2.) The day of vengeance, when 
God will cut off the wicked, is still 
future. 


Verse 13.—“Who .. . will harm you 
. . 2” Satan and his emissaries may 
cause the people of God untold sorrow 
and anguish, but they can work no real 
harm, for all the believer’s trials of faith 
are transmuted into the pure gold of 
blessing, to be manifested at the judg- 
ment seat of Christ (1:7). 


Verse 14.—“Be not afraid of their ter- 
ror.” Since all things work together for 
good to those who love God (Rom. 8: 
28), we need not fear the power of evil. 
If called to suffer in the cause of right- 
eousness, reward is sure. 


Verse 15.—“An answer to every man.” 
Give God ‘his rightful place as Lord of 
heart and life, and he will enable us 
always to give the right answer to those 
who challenge us as to our hope and con- 
fidence. 


Verse 16.—“A good conscience.” Con- 
science, uninstructed by the Word, is 
not a safe guide. But a conscience di- 
rected by the Word is a good conscience, 
and gives confidence in the hour of 
testing. Even ungodly men who revile 
and slander the servants of Christ have 
been made ashamed by their holy and 
humble behavior. 


Verse 17.—“Better . . . suffer for wetl. 


doing, than for evil doing.” Sin always 
entails suffering, yet men persist in it. 
How much rather should the Christian 
persist in righteousness. even though he 
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is exposed thereby to suffering of an- 
other character. 


Verse 18.—“Christ . . . hath once suf- 
fered for sins.” On the cross he made 
expiation for our iniquity when he died, 
“the just for the unjust,” in order that 
we might be reconciled to God. Let his 
suffering then suffice for sin. We are 
now to live in holiness before God. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


My sins put Christ on the cross, where 
he suffered in fullest measure, bearing 
all my desert that I might be freed 
forever from the suffering I had so 
richly earned. Now I am called to live 
and witness for him in the world that 
rejected him and to which I once be- 
longed, but out of which he has saved 
me. Henceforth, holiness and righteous- 
ness are to characterize me. I am now 
to walk as he walked—in fellowship 
with him, as enabled by the power of 
the Holy Spirit. Nothing else is worthy 
of one who has been so gloriously re- 
deemed at so great a cost. Nor need I 
expect worldlings to understand. I 
know I must encounter their enmity 
and scorn. But I can conquer through 
Christ.

Good days and life at its best are 
bound in the path of subjection to Christ. 
Are we submissive to his gentle yoke? 

Do we avail ourselves as we should 
of the resources of prayer, in meeting 
the assaults of the enemy? 


Have we learned the deep, unfathom- 
able joy of suffering for righteousness’ 
sake, rather than yielding to the temp- 
tation to seek to save ourselves from 
participation in the afflictions of the Gos- 
pel? 

To sanctify the Lord God in our hearts 
is to give him the supreme place, thus 
making real the truth that our bodies 
are his temples. Have we done this, or 
do we still consider we are free to 
do our own will? 


Are we always ready to give an an- 
swer for the hope that is in us, or are 
we still without positive assurance of 
our own salvation? If the latter is true, 
why not yield at once to Christ and take 
him at his Word?

Remembering that the world is our 
common enemy, how dear should Chris- 
tians be to one another!

I am going to suggest today, and 
I mean it very seriously, that when we 
go home we turn to this lesson in the 
third chapter of the First Epistle of 
Peter, and write out for ourselves every 
direction or command given there, be- 
ginning with the eighth verse. There 
are five commands in that very verse. 
Just see what you can find in the other 
verses, through the eighteenth; and then 
having done that at home, ask God to 
show you whether your life is follow- 
ing the commands that the Spirit gave 
through the apostle Peter for living the 
Christian life. If you find that you are 
hot in accord with what is there said, 
will you ask God to enable you to bring 
your life into line with Peter’s descrip- 
tion of the Christian life? Let us pray. 
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In view of the large number of illustrations 
submitted on each lesson, readers are asked 
limit te six the total for any one lesson. 

Why the Boy Watched.—As he which 
hath called you is holy,.so be ye holy in 
all manner of conversation (Golden 
Text). A country clergyman, nailing up 
a trailing vine, observed a boy watching 
him for a long time with obvious inter- 
est. “Well, my young friend,” he said 
with a smile, “are you trying to get a 
hint or two on gardening?” “No,” said 
the lad, “I’m just waiting to see what 
a minister says when he hammers his 
thumb.”—From the Christian Evangelist.

The Busy Men's Corner 
By William H. Ridgway 


The True Christian—Be pitiful, be 
courteous (1 Pet. 3:8). As I write this 
lesson note one of the “best sellers” is 
a fine book, “How to Make Friends.” 
No doubt you will have read it, because 
it is*of the best and deserves popularity. 
When I read it I reflected: 

“A real Christian does not need these 
rules and suggestions. The Christ life 
in him orders his behavior as the Mas- 
ter himself would do.” Find these ref- 
erences: 2 Corinthians 5:17; Philippians 
2:5; John 13:15. 

God is love. . The thirteenth chapter 
of First Corinthians, tells you what Love 
will do. When men or women are 
sweetened. by the Christ-life within, 
friends flock to them like the bees to 
a farm housekeeper’s kitchen in preserv- 
ing time. David (1 Sam. 18:1, 16). 

Our grandchildren grew up from baby- 
hood on the big “Ingleside Farm” of 
their uncle near Coatesville, with a 
splendid high bred Great Dane dog 
called “Marco.” This fine dog took won- 
derful care of the little folks, watching 
over and guiding them awake in play 
or when asleep. I was at the farm one 
day when there was a children’s party 
in the dining room. Outside was Marco 


standing upon his hind legs, with his. 


fore paws upon'the window sill, and his 
eyes never off his charges. Woe betide 


‘anyone who should have struck one of 


the boys! Marco, who came to the fam- 
ily as a pup, did not have to be taught 
to love and look after the little folks. 
All this was born in him. This is why 
he was a high grade, high bred, and not 
a mongrel. 

In like manner when a man is born 
again into a new creation the heavenly 
qualities do not have to be taught him. 
That man or woman who is not pitiful 
is not a Christian, no matter how 
“churchy” they may be. 

It is doubtful whether the man who 
is not courteous is a Christian, no mat- 
ter how scholarly, or how many books 
he may write, or how eloquently he 
may preach. 


Like Some of Us!—Let him refrain 
his tongue ... and his lips that they 
speak no guile (v. 10). Cursing and 
lying for example, Peter! “Now, Uncle 
Billy, why do you have to bring that 
up?” Because, my dear Peter, you are 
the most hopeful example in all the 
Gospel narrative. 

Besides, I want all the young folks 
who sit in this Corner, directly or by a 
Proxy Teacher, to see what the grace of 
God can do for even a hard boiled fol- 
lower of the fishing trade. All down 
the centuries, Peter, you have been a 
lighthouse steering us Satan-battered 
human barques to the Safe Harbor! Or, 
to keep right up to date, Peter, you are 
the great light beam to guide us out 
of the fog and dark into the Air Port 
for a safe landing! 

While Peter, like many another not 
half bad hard worker, was rough in 
speech, he was neither “evil” nor har- 
bored “guile.” There are those who in 
using bad language do it unconsciously 
and automatically as a part of their 
vernacular environment. 
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The man who seasons his talk with our 
most common swear words is often the 
last man who wants a fellow man 
damned or sent to the place in which 
the rich man lifted up his eyes in tor- 
ment. He is often one of the biggest 
hearted of men (Luke 16:23). 


Happiness.—Who is he that will harm 
you, if ye be followers of that which 
is good? (v. 13.) Always remember 
this: Heaven wants Earth to be happy. 
The race was started in a lovely garden 
called Eden. God has taken great pains 
in giving elaborate and detailed plans 
by which this happiness may be ac- 
quired and kept. This book of plans 
has successfully resisted all the efforts 
of the Maker of Misery to destroy it 
(Matt. 24:35; 1 Pet. 1:25). 

In the present lesson the Holy Spirit 
is attending to this important service 
through the apostle Peter. You see, one 
of the most persistent destroyers of hap- 
piness is that disagreeable Old Man Ap- 
prehension. Sometimes his chum who 
goes with him is that other old repro- 
bate known as Insomnia. You can make 
them as man and wife if you like, as 
you teach the lesson (Esther 6:1). 

Over my bed is a motto done by a 
shut-in ten years ago, Mrs. D. Ralph 
McCreary of Schellsburg, Pa. It reads, 
“Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, 
whose mind is stayed on THEE” (Isa. 
26:3). We are told Gladstone had this 
painted on the wall over his bed. Mine 
is on a black cardboard in white letters, 
surrounded by flowers. It is nailed to a 
slab of Pecky Cypress (skunk cypress 
to some of you). When your mind is 
stayed on the “THEE” you are a follower 
of that which is good. 

As I write this note citizens of Penn- 
sylvania are making out their personal 
property tax return. The head of the 
Department of Revenue says the tax is 
the most unjust and worst in the Union. 
You must pay eight mills tax on the 
value of any securities whether they are 
“cats and dogs” or not, and bringing in 
no income. The Secretary of Revenue 
says he has no choice but to enforce the 
law. There are severe penalties. Thou- 
sands will not make the return, most 
likely, on defaulted investments. They 
enter the order of “Tax Dodgers.” “Tax 
Dodgers” are not followers of that which 
is good. Then Old Mr. Apprehension 
moves in. Every stranger with a brief 
case that comes in the gate or down 
the lane or presses the front door but- 
ton will raise the blood pressure with 
the question, “I wonder if he can be 
John Law?” 

Peter says, “Pay your tax, obey the 
laws of God and man, and then, ‘Who 
is he that can harm you?’”

EETER was an old man when he wrote 

the letter from which we take this 
lesson and the one for next Sunday, but 
the rules he gives for Christian living 
are for all, even the smallest children. 
Let us see what they are. 

Be of one mind—don’t be contrary 
and cranky. 

Having compassion one of another — 
be kind to each other. 

Love as brethren — love does not find 
fault. 

Be pitiful — helpful in time of trouble. 

Be courteous—in honor preferring 
one another. 

Don’t return evil for evil—the world 
does this. 

But blessing for evil—as Christ com- 
manded. 

Refrain the tongue from evil—no un- 
kind gossip. 

And the lips from guile — no untruths. 

These rules surely are for us all. If 
you followed all this advice of Peter, 
people would say, “That little girl surely 
must be a Christian,” or, “That boy is a 
Christian gentleman.” 

But, oh, dear, I’m afraid even grown- 
ups break these rules. Even in churches 
where one never should hear such things, 
we hear these remarks. “She’s an old 
gossip; always running to tell somebody 
some gossip.” “He lied about me.” “She 
always has to run everything or else she 
gets mad.” 

Isn’t it sad that Christians do such 
things? That’s one réason some people 
out in the world have no use for Chris- 
tians. Christians are a poor advertise- 
ment for Christianity. 

When a mother says tome: “There is 
such a change in Mary since she accepted 
Christ! She doesn’t fuss when I ask her 
to watch Baby. She doesn’t answer me 
back when I speak,” I am so happy, for 
I know Mary has really let the Holy 
Spirit come into her heart and change 
her life. 

I wonder if we cannot all take these 
rules Peter gave, and think about them, 
and ask the Lord to help us live up to 
them, that we may really glorify God 
before the world. Our lives should be 
such that men and women and boys and 
girls will want to know our Saviour. 
But, are they?

Beginning: My Task of Happiness. 


Discussion: Does revenge ever pay? 
Does rendering good for evil afford pe- 
culiar and lasting satisfactions? 


Objective: Getting the spirit of Christ. 











AY, fellows, your favorite author, 
Robert Louis Stevenson, who wrote 
Treasure Island, also penned these lines: 

If I have faltered more or less 

In my great task of happiness; 

If I have moved among my race 

And shown no glorious morning face; 

If beams from happy human eyes 

Have moved me not; if morning skies, 

Books, and my food, and summer rain 

Knocked on my sullen heart in vain: — 

Lord, Thy most pointed pleasure take 

And stab my spirit broad awake; 

Or, Lord, if too obdurate I, 

Choose Thou, before that spirit die, 

A piercing pain, a killing sin, 

And to my dead heart run them in. 

Now comes Peter, in his ripe experi- 
ence and chastened spirit and presents 
life as a “task of happiness.” You can 
afford to sit at Peter’s feet now and take 
his wise counsel. You could not have 
done that as we studied him in these 
lessons two months ago. Satan was sift- 
ing him “as wheat” then (Luke 22:31), 
and you would have been likely to get 
your eyes full of chaff. But Peter in 
his letters to the church is feeding the 
“sheep” and feeding the “lambs” even 
as his Lord told him to do (John 21: 
15-17). The Holy Spirit has possession 
of him and is guiding his stylus (John 
14:26). 

The Holy Spirit is speaking through 
Peter, and is telling you plainly in this 
passage that life is intended to be a 
task of happiness. Why, fellows, even 
“if ye suffer for righteousness’ sake, 
happy are ye”; and no terror exists that 
mee 
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need cause you to be afraid or troubled! 
(1 Pet. 3:14.) 

And there are some details that make 
it very clear what he means. There are 
two courses of action, and a fellow is at 
liberty to choose the one he will take. 
One is a path of thorns, the other is a 
path of roses. Of course one could never 
be in doubt as to the path he should 
travel — he would choose roses. But the 
trouble is, Satan gets in right at the 
start and puts on false labels. Satan 
would have you tread the path of thorns, 
so he labels it “Roses,” and, deceived 
thereby, you get off on the wrong foot. 
He would have you believe there are 
certain satisfactions in being harsh and 
vindictive, resentful, critical, discourte- 
ous, rendering evil for evil and spite for 
spite. But blessed old Peter says, in sub- 
stance, “Not so; have compassion one 
for another, love as brethren, be pitiful, 
be courteous; not rendering evil for evil, 
or railing for railing: but contrariwise 
blessing; knowing that this is what you 
were called into life for—to inherit a 
blessing.” 

Oh, thank you, Peter, for that! We 
can follow your lead now. The ear of 
Malchus has been restored, the high 
priest’s maidservant has been set right, 
the hot tears of true penitence have 
melted a path through your harshness, 
and we gratefully and joyfully take up 
with you “the task of happiness.”

My Class of Girls 
By Beatrice E. Borchardt 


How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


Goal.—To help the girls understand that 
being a Christian should not consist alone 
in accepting Christ as Saviour from past 
sins, but it should consist also in making 
him Lord of their daily experiences. 


Activity.—Prepare a poster showing the 
silhouette of a girl standing or sitting 
alone in an attitude of meditation. Sur- 
round the figure with such words as: 
“God,” “Companions,” “Self.” 


Memory Verse.—‘“‘As ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye also to them 
likewise’ (Luke 6:31). 


IRLS, life is a laboratory in which 

we may test the experiments given 
in our textbook, the Bible (1 Pet. 2:2), un- 
der the directions of ovr guide, the Holy 
Spirit (John 16:13). In today’s lesson 
we find directions for Christian living 
in concentrated form. 

To give a concrete setting to our dis- 
cussion, let this girl on the poster (see 
“Activity,” above) represent a modern 
young girl. As she faces the complexi- 
ties of life, what are some of the ques- 
tions that puzzle her? 

What are some of the problems of 
Christian conduct that puzzle you? If 
you cannot recall any of your own, what 
are some of the perplexities that con- 
front other young people today, and how 
may we help these young people out 
of the dark? 

Frequently when Christian conduct is 
mentioned, young people get frightened 
and they either exclaim, “Oh, dear, I 
don’t want to get mixed up with any- 
thing like that,” or they shudder, “I 
couldn’t live up to the rules if I tried.” 
Very likely these folks have been watch- 
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ing church members who do not reflect 
the attractiveness of a victorious Christ, 
or their own conceptions of being a 
Christian are vague. Here are several 
false ideas on Christian living, accom- 
panied by God’s answers. 

1. It means keeping the "Ten Com- 
mandments (Luke 18: 20-22). 

2. It means doing good deeds . (Matt. 
7:22; Eph. 2:8-10). | 

3. It means going to church and fol- 
lowing church principles (Mark 7:6-8). 

4. It means “giving up a good time” 
(Phil. 3:7-10). 

What does our text say about the 
source of Christian living? As we read 
the lesson for a bird’s-eye view, let us 
look for several answers: 1. Right -rela- 
tion to God. 2. Right relation to other 
people. 3. Personal conduct. 

1. Right relation to God is the basis 
of living as Christ would have us live. 

(1) God is holy (1 Pet. 1:15). All of 
us have sinned and deserve punishment. 
The Lord Jesus Christ suffered in our 
stead “that he might bring us to God” 
(1 Pet. 3:18). 

(2) “Sanctify the Lord God in your 
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Author of “ The Little Jetts Telling Bible Stories” 
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hearts” (v. 15). At a Bible conference 
when friends were obtaining autographs 
and favorite Scripture verses of one 
another, one girl found that the verse 
listed among her autographs more than 
any other was Colossians 1:18, “That in 
ail things he might have the pre-emi- 
nence.” In that group it was popular 
to magnify Christ. 

(3) God is interested in all your affairs 
(v. 12). ‘There is One who never for- 
gets you. Without radio he hears; with- 
out television he sees; and without mate- 
rial means of contact he is with you all 
the time. Have you recognized him? 

2. Right relation to other people. Some 


” folk make the mistake of trying to start 


their Christian living at this point. The 
fundamental aim of Peter and his friends 
was to make Christ a reality to other 
people. All their good deeds, you will 
notice by review, were accomplished not 
merely to alleviate unpleasant conditions 
in the lives of those around them, but 
foremost of all to display the glory and 
power of a living Redeemer (Acts 3:8; 
10:34, 44). 

(1) Attitude toward enemies (1 Pet. 
3:9). Christ’s way of life is the only 
way that advocates love and prayer for 
enemies. It was the One who was cru- 
cified for us while we were yet his ene- 
mies who asked us to pray for those who 
hurt us (Matt. 5:44). Peter preached 
to those who persecuted him (Acts 4:8- 
12). 

(2) Social virtues (1 Pet. 3:8-10). 
Christ’s social virtues were not simply 
attributes of polite etiquette; they were 
heart-warming kindnesses (Acts 10:38). A 
young missionary wrote, “Pray forus ... 
who prepare to give His Word to this 
people. As we have seen them, ragged 
crowds in the streets, bent with toil and 
burdens, our hearts are filled with min- 
gled love and pity.” Compare our Mem- 
ory Verse. 

(3) “Conversation in Christ’ (1 Pet. 
3:15, 16). Peter knew the temptations 
that young Christians might encounter 
(Matt. 26:74, 75). Suppose some one 
should come to you and throw out the 
challenge, “Why are you a Christian?” 
Paul testified with Galatians 2:20; Peter 
gave 1 Peter 2:24; John witnessed 
through 1 John 4:10; 5:4. Are you ready 
to give “a reason of the hope that is in 
you”? 

3. Personal conduct. 

(1) Shun “evil, and do good” (1 Pet. 
3:11). The modern girl can learn from 
this verse that Christian living is both 
a “giving up” of old attachments, and a 
vital new life by which the Person of 
Christ may show through her personal- 
ity (2:9). 

(2) “Not afraid” (vs. 13, 14). Christian 
living should be punctuated with, “Fear 
not.” “All things work together for 
good to them that love God,” quoted a 
girl to a friend in trouble. “I often won- 
der about that,” complained the friend. 
Quickly came the reply, “Don’t wonder. 
Trust!” (Deut. 31:8; 33: 27.) 

(3) “Good conscience” (1 Pet. 3:16). 
Loretta found that she could, at times, 
run away from people and things that 
plagued her, but she could never escape 
her conscience, and when her inner life 
did not satisfy, she was most miserable 
indeed. More to be desired than the 
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applause of her associates was peace 
with God. 

Are you troubled about specific de- 
tails of Christian conduct? The more 
diligently we store God’s Word away in 
our hearts, the stronger will be our forti- 
fication as we cope with life’s bewilder- 
ments. “Our Bible teacher directs us 
to look in the Bible for a solution to 
our questions,” a high school boy was 
telling his mother, “and when we look, 
sure enough, there is the answer.” 

For next Sunday you may each pre- 
pare two or three questions on the life 
of Peter for a closing review. Learn 
John 10:11.

The rain beat into our faces and the mist 
blurred our bird-glasses. Then suddenly 
all around us sounded strange voices. 
The waterfowl, who only speak in the 
dusk before the dawn, were talking. 
From the middle of the swamp came a 
watery “blumpf, blumpf,” like a great 
bubble breaking underground — the 
“bump” of the American bittern. 

It was followed by the sweet whinny 
of the sora rail, like some aeolian harp 
notes. Then a Virginia rail grunted like 
a little pig, and from all sides came the 
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bubbling, explosive notes of long-billed 
marsh wrens with now and then the 
“chip-chop, chip-chop,” of their tiny 
brother, the short-billed marsh wren, 
the second smallest of North American 
birds, only the ruby-throated humming- 
bird being tinier. 

Suddenly from a clump of reeds not 
six feet away came a mad, screeching 
cackle. : 

“The Florida gallinule,’ I told Allie. 

“I want to see it,” she whispered, much 
excited. 
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“Lots of people have, but few do,” I 
told her. Sure enough, though she and 
Peter peered and poked through all the 
near-by clumps of reeds, never a glimpse 
did they get of a gallinule. 

By the middle of the morning the rain 
had stopped, the sun came out, and the 
morass became a land of enchantment. 
In the far distance the Ramapo Hills 
shone like masses of violet-blue tourma- 
line. There were old-silver pools over- 
hung with the filmy green of willow 
trees. Miles of marsh grass whispered 
in the wind, and all around us were 
bird songs. 

From the sky, like drops of molten 
silver came the contralto notes of blue- 
birds passing over. Field sparrows with 
pink beaks sang their plaintive, minor 
flute notes, while in the distance came 
the strange, insistent notes of the tufted 
titmouse, calling, calling for some one 
who never comes. Maryland yellow- 
throats sang “witchery, witchery, witch- 
ery,” and from many a thicket came the 
slow, magic harp notes of the veery. 
Now and then sounded a bird note which 
I rarely hear — the sharp, staccato “qui- 
dee” of the alder flycatcher, and we 
caught a glimpse of him perched on the 
tops of bushes, jerking his head with - 
every note. 

Altogether that day we identified sev- 
enty-three different species of birds. 

In the afternoon we followed the re- 
mains of an old highway that two cen- 
turies ‘ago had been built across the 
marsh. Long ago it had been aban- 
doned and the roadbed in places was 
but little more than a trail, and the 
bridges that crossed the many streams 
of the swamp were reduced to a few 
beams and boards. 

At last we reached a little wooded 
island, crossing on a single white oak 
sleeper. In its center was a grove of 
gray birches with patches of blue sky 
showing through their trembling aspen 
leaves. A redstart with burnt-orange 
breast sang one of his several songs, 
“sip, sip, sippy, sip.” A green heron 
gave a startling yelp and flew away, 
and there were canary-like yellow war- 
blers and red-capped swamp sparrows 
singing all around us as we came to the 
hidden treasure of the island. 

There, against a background of cinque- 
foil, sorrel, and tiny red maple saplings, 
was a great ring of those lovely orchids, 
the pink lady-slipper. Their hollow 
shells gleamed in the gloom of the deep 
shade like little jacinth lamps, swing- 
ing on long stems between two grooved, 
green leaves. 

In their very midst, surrounded by 
the others, was one who shone snow 
white in the stray sunbeams that filtered 
through the canopy of leaves above. 

I have spent many happy days in far- 
away forests, lonely marshlands, and un- 
visited hilltops searching for those 
lovely hid-folk, the orchids. 

When first they were made out of sun- 
shine, mist and dew, every color was. 
granted them save one. They may wear 
rose, pearl, green, gold, and every shade 


of purple. Only the blues are denied 
them. No one has ever seen a blue 
orchid. 


I have found the rose and white queen 
flower, a sister of the pink lady-slipper, 
and the grass pink, lke purple-pink 
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butterflies in the grass, and the rose- 
purple and gold arethusa, and many 
other brilliant orchids. Yet no one of 
them was as lovely as that crystal-white 
queen with her rose-red maids of honor 
about her on that hidden island in the 
depths of a great marsh.

In the day in which we live we are 
constantly faced with temptations to do 
less than our best, to unfaithfulness, to 
disloyalty, to untruthfulness, yes, and 
even to dishonesty. How are we meet- 
ing these tests? 

Like the young man who was given 
the tiresome job of sorting out nails 
and screws and bits of tools, we shall 
often wonder whether faithfulness and 
loyalty and honesty are as important 
as some would have us believe, or even 
as we are told in God’s Word. Often 
it seems so easy and advantageous to 
let down on strict standards. 


In school we will find the standards 
that many boys and girls follow are 
those of “getting away” with as much 
as possible, and “lying out” of difficult 
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situations when caught. At examina- 
tion time there does not seem to be 
any hesitancy on the part of some to 
employ dishonest methods. Doubtless 
we will be thought queer or foolish if 
we refuse to adopt such courses.

In business we will find many who 
will think nothing of appropriating an 
employer’s property, or of doing slovenly 
or careless work on occasion. Of course 
the property may only be some small 
or inconsequential object, or the care- 
less work may not be particularly im- 
portant, but, nevertheless, is it honest 
or faithful?

Even in our social contacts we will 
find many temptations to disloyalty and 
untruthfulness and dishonesty. Do you 
know anyone who will light-heartedly 
promise to do a certain thing, and then 
just as light-heartedly fail to do it when 
the moment comes, and, what is more, 
fail to tell you of his inability or con- 
fess his failure? Perhaps we ourselves 
have had to meet this same temptation 
when something came along that we 
very much wanted to do at a time when 
we had promised to do something else. 

Or, what about simple honesty and 
loyalty. in the remarks we make about 
others, — things that we have repeated 
when we did not know they were true, 
or implications we have knowingly made 
that have caused others to get quite a 
different impression than the right one?

We are so immersed in these prac- 
tices that often we fail to realize that 
they grieve our Lord and injure our 
Christian testimony. Our very famil- 
iarity with such practices means that 
we shall often be led into them almost 
without realizing it. We need some- 
thing more in our lives than a mere de- 
sire to avoid them. We need to have 
our consciences quickened or miade alive 
through the power that comes only from 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

God’s Word tells us that the blood 
of the Lord Jesus Christ purges our 
conscience (Heb. 9:14), and it can be 
kept pure and sensitive by daily asso- 
ciation with him. The reading of his 
Word is a means toward this end, as 
is also our daily prayer time. We can- 
not faithfully and sincerely ‘fellowship 
with the Lord Jesus and not be re- 
minded of inconsistencies and unfaith- 
fulness and disloyalty in our lives. If 
we would be true we must fellowship 
daily with the one who said, “I am 

. . the truth” (John 14:6). 

We need this daily association with 
him to open our eyes to false standards, 
to reveal to us our weaknesses and 
failures, and above all to give us that 
strength through which alone we may 
meet the temptations of everyday life 
and come away more than conquerors 
through him who loved us and gave 
himself for us. 

Are you maintaining this life line of 
daily fellowship with the Lord Jesus 
and with his Word? Or have you ne- 
glected it or allowed haste and many 
duties to crowd it and hurry it until 
you have been robbed of the only power 
on earth or in Heaven that can keep you 
true?

A review of a new edition of a well-known encyclopedia

6 OTHER,” asks Betty, “wnere can 

I find a picture of a cotton gin?” 

The question breaks in upon 

the rather unusual and welcome quiet 

of an evening when the family has set- 

tled down to reading and study in the 

living room. Father has heard the ques- 

tion, but keeps still, hoping he won’t 

be asked. Mother replies with another 
question: 

“What do you want it for, dear?” 

“Well, we’re studying cotton in school, 
and my teacher told me to look up a gin, 
or something like that, and describe it 
tomorrow.” 

Mother really needed a little time to 
think, and she hoped that perhaps Betty’s 
question wasn’t serious and that they 
might get back to their reading. But 
now the problem has come back to her. 
Suddenly she has an idea. 

“Why don’t you try that new encyclo- 
pedia we have just gotten,” she suggests. 

“Oh,” objects Betty, “I never can find 
anything in those big books. They have 
such funny little words on the back that 
don’t mean anything.” 

“These don’t,” says Dave, looking up. 
“They came yesterday and I looked at a 
lot of them. Boy, you ought to see all 
the pictures! And there’s only one big 
letter on the back of most of the books. 
Get the ‘C’ volume.” 

“Sure,” adds Phil, “that ought to work. 
I looked under ‘L’ and found a lot about 
locomotives.” 

Mother is hopeful, Father much re- 
lieved, and Betty a little doubtful. But 
she decided to try. She goes to the 
bookcase where the nineteen fine new 
volumes have been placed, takes down 
the “C” volume, and to her delight finds 
a wealth of material on the subject of 
cotton, from pages 1708 to 1718. The 
heading is a small map of the world, 
with black patches showing where cot- 
ton is grown, and on-the opposite page 
is a map of the southeastern States, in- 
dicating the cotton-producing area in 
the United States. There are fine phviv- 
graphs of the plant, the flower and bolls, 
Negro pickers in a field; drawings show- 
ing comparative crops, the Whitney and 
modern gins; a full-page plate giving 
drawings of the bud, boll, five kinds of 
combed lint, the plant and a picking 
scene, and eighteen products of the 
plant;.a suggestion for the school chiid 
as to how to make a booklet on cotton; 
a table of products and by-products; an 
outline and questions on cotton; and 
many columns of text giving a compre- 
hensive discussion of the whole subject. 
This plan of treatment is typical of ali 
the hundreds of important subjects 
treated in this encyclopedia. 

The nineteen volumes are so attractive 
that they would grace any bookshelves. 
They are strongly bound in blue cloth, 
with the title, index letters, consecutive 


page numbers, and simple designs 
stamped in gold on the back. The single 
volumes are not at all unwieldy for a 
child, being 7%- by 10 inches in size, 
and the thickest volume not over 1% 
inches thick. Twelve volumes have only 
single index letters on the back, five 
have two, and one has four. 

The nineteenth volume deserves spe- 
cial mention. Containing pages 7991 to 
8493, it is called a “Reading and Study 
Guide,” and is a most useful addition. 
For example, if a college or high school 
student needs to know something of the 
literature on Botany, he may turn to 
this Guide, and under that heading he 
will find seventeen pages of references to 
related subjects in this encyclopedia, 
with page numbers. It would be nearly 
impossible for him to discover all these 
references himself, since they are in 
many different volumes. The great value 
of the Guide is thus seen; it covers 
thirty-eight main topics. 

Christian parents and teachers, and 
other readers of THE Sunpay ScHOOL 
TIMEs, will wish to know how this en- 
cyclopedia treats such subjects as the 
Bible and Evolution. The discussion of 
the Bible, covering eight pages, is very 
comprehensive and fair. It is accom- 
panied by a number of interesting pic- 
tures, such as the full-page halftone of 
the Samaritan priest at Shechem (Nab- 
lus), Palestine, holding an ancient scroll 
of the Pentateuch. It includes para- 
graphs on what the Bible is, the story 
of its formation, the different versions, 
the divisions, a list of Bible stories for 
children, the names of the sixty-six 
books, a brief chronology, and short de- 
scriptions of famous editions of the Bible. 
It is not surprising that in a compre- 
hensive secular work of this sort the 
translations of such outstanding Modern- 
ists as Moffatt and Goodspeed should be 
commended. 

About four pages are devoted to the 
theory of Evolution, and it is good to 
note that it is recognized as a theory 
throughout. The arguments in favor of 
it, as they are drawn from the fossils, 
comparative anatomy, embryology, phys- 
iology, and geographical distribution are 
fully presented. But at the close there 
is a fair though brief presentation of 
many of the principal objections to the 
theory. Again, it is not surprising that 
an encyclopedia of this sort should not 
present Evolution from the Fundamen- 
talist point of view, and the fairness of 
the writer in setting forth the objections 
is commendable. 

A number of other features should 
contribute greatly to the value of this 
encyclopedia. 

There are 1,000 photographs of men 
and women accompanying ‘the brief bio- 
graphical sketches. 

There are fine colored maps of all the 
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States in the United States, and all the 
important countries of the world. 

In this new 1938 edition 2,010 pages 
have been changed to bring the work 
up to date; and there are 273 new or 
rewritten and revised articles. 

There are 14,000 illustrations, including 
color plates, halftones, diagrams, graphs, 
and symbolic pictures. 

Outlines and lists of questions accom- 
pany many major articles, helping the 
reader to systematize the subject mat- 
ter of the text. 

Related subjects appear at the close 
of general subjects and serve as an index 
to supplementary and collateral infor- 
mation. 

At the end of Volume 18 is a bibliog- 
raphy containing a list of books for 
supplementary reading. 

All titles beginning with the same let- 
ter of the alpahabet are found in one 
volume. 

The Editorial Advisory Board is com- 
posed of seven men and one woman, and 
these have had the collaboration of more 
than 600 specialists who served as au- 
thors, critics, and revisers. 

The Editor-in-Chief of the 1917-1931 
editions was the late Michael V. O’Shea, 
B.L., Professor of Education, University 
of Wisconsin. The Managing Editor of 
the 1933 and later editions is S. Edgar 
Farquhar, M.S. 

The set may be kept up-to-date by 
subscribing, at $1 a year, to the 150- 
page Annual issued by the Quarrie “‘or- 
poration to supplement the encyclopedia. 

Those who purchase the set are en- 
titled to a Reference Library Service 
over a period of three years. This serv- 
ice may be explained by one or two 
recent examples. In October a man 
in Minneapolis wrote to the Quatrie 
Corporation asking five questions con- 
cerning a treaty with Czechoslovakia. 
He received a prompt and authoritative 
answer. The librarian of a Connecticut 
school wrote for information about so- 
cialized medicine and health insurance 
in Sweden and the United States. In 
reply she received three ewritten 
pages, giving valuable information and 
including a bibliography. 

Another source of valuable informa- 
tion available to purchasers of the set 
is the Vocational Guidance Service. 
This is of special interest to parents, in 
advising their children in their choice of 
a life -work. Monographs discussing 
thirty different fields of work may be 
obtained at 10 cents each. Among them 
are such subjects as Accounting, Bank- 
ing, Dressmaking, Insurance, Journalism, 
Medicine, and Teaching. Parents may 
also obtain large 20-page notebooks, 
called Vocational Guidance Records, 
containing a large number of tests, ques- 
tionnaires, and explanations by means 
of which they may get a good idea of 
the type of work for which their chil- 
dren are fitted. 

The World Book Encyclopedia is a 
vast mine of information, the fruit of 
twenty-one years of constant and pains- 
taking labor on the part of the publish- 
ers, the editorial board, and several 
hundred expert collaborators. The home 
that owns the set is fortunate, for the 
children will enjoy using it themselves, 
and it will enable the parents intelli- 
gently to help their children with their 
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school work. It will prove an invaluable 
addition to any school, college, or pub- 
lic library, and it will be a time and 
labor saving device and therefore a con- 
stant source of satisfaction to the staff 
in any editorial office. 


The Romance of Evangelism. By Hugh 
C. C. McCullough. (Zondervan Publishing 
House, Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) Those 
who look upon mass evangelism as a 
thing of the past will find much to chal- 
lenge their thinking in this book. The 
author, a member of the “Essex Five,” 
a group of young preachers mightily 
used of God in evangelistic work in the 
British Isles, has seen the Holy Spirit 
touch the hearts of men in convicting 
power, and he tells of some of his ex- 
periences in this book. ‘His life and 
work is based on the conviction that 
“evangelism —the proclamation of glad 
tidings—is the primary duty of the 
Church of Christ. The ministry which 
she has received from the Lord Jesus 
is to bear witness to the Evangel of the 
grace of God.” In humble reliance upon 
the Spirit of God, the author has sought 
to make that evangel known, and the 
record of the way the Lord has blessed, 
in our own day, the simple preaching 
of the age-old Gospel, will bring fresh 
courage to the heart of many a believer 
who has been praying that a revival 
might once again sweep the Church, ere 
our Lord returns. The value of the book 
is greatly enhanced by the author’s cus- 
tom of interspersing his narrative with 
thought-provoking observations, based 
on his own experience, concerning the 
work of evangelism.
